But, further than that, those with 
a knowledge of the French situation 
see that the defeat of the Chautemps 
Government means the Premiership 
of André Tardieu or Raymond Poin- 
earé. This indicates the vanishing 
of all hopes of a Liberal Cabinet 
which would cut the figures which 
M. Tardieu presented to the confer- 
ence as measuring France’s naval 
needs. 





More Difficulties Foreseen. 


If, a week from now, a French 
delegation returns to London, it is a 
| foregone conclusion that it will be 
just as stiff as the first French dele- 
gation. And if the British carry out 
their threat to augment their esti- 
mates in view of the French figures, 
| it is evident the conference will fall 
upon difficult days. 

Reports from Paris earlier in the 
day, indicating the probable defeat 
of the Chautemps combination, were 
followed by rumors that an effort 
would be made to effect a three- 
power treaty here. However, the/| 
Americans show a strong inclina- 





tion not to encourage such an idea 


in view of the British statement that 
they would need a safeguarding 
clause to permit them to increase 
naval building if construction by 
powers outside the proposed tripar-|

HOTTEST WINTER DAY 


February Records Are Broken | 


Over Wide Area—City Swept 
by Night Thunderstorm. 


83 DEGREES IN WASHINGTON

West Shivers in Sudden Cold 
Snap, While East and South 
Bask in Unseasonal Weather, 


Spring, the so-called gentle season, 
dealt Winter a decisive knockout 
yesterday amid the plaudits of’ per- 
spiring but generally uncomplaining 
residents of the East. 

The freak weather played further 
pyrotechnics with the calendar short- 
ly after 2 o'clock this morning, when 
a sharp thunderstorm, reminiscent 
of Summer, struck the city, 

The unseasonable heat wave shat- 
tered old records right and left. It 
produced a victim of heat prostra- 
tion in Washington, D. C.—the first 


1930, the hottest Winter day in the 
history of the weather bureaus of 
New York, Washington, Philadel- 
phia and many other communities 
along the Eastern seaboard. It 
brought snakes and woodchucks out 
of their Winter lairs and lured pus- 
sywillows into bloom. And it made 
bathing suits the fashion at beach 
resorts in New York and New 
Jersey. 

The weather, however, treated 
Pittsburgh with anything but mild- 
ness. The city was engaged in clear- 


jing away débris created by one of 


the worst storms in recent years, 
when 1.72 inches of rain fell. One 
man was killed and estimates of the 
damage to property and streets 
totaled upward of $1,000,000. 


Cold Wave Hits Middle West. 


While Easterners were sweltering 
and discarding their Winter wraps, 


residents of the Middle West and the 
West, who had had a foretaste of 
Spring weather in the latter half of 
last week and the early part of this 
week, were again feeling the rigors 
of Winter.

DETROIT, Feb. 25.—Immediate 
dismissal of 748 laborers employed 
by the city of Detroit who are not 
citizens of the United States was or- 
dered in a resolution passed unani- 
mously today by the Common 
Council. 

The Council also passed unanimous- 
ly a resolution calling for a complete 
survey of all civil service employes 
to cover their citizenship, length of 
service, place of residence and sim- 
ilar details indicating the wholesale 
dismissals may be more widespread.

EXECUTIVE CONCEDES AID 


Call Was Made to ‘People at 
| Home” to Lessen Demands, 
It Is Stated.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Clouds of 
resentment against President Hoover 
which had been gathering overnight 
broke in the Senate this afternoon, 
with the thunderbolts of critical ora- 
tory directed at the warning issued 
from the White House yesterday that 
unless Congressional appropriations 
were kept within budgetary estimates 
| an Increase in taxation would be re- 
| quired, 

Democratic and insurgent Republi- 
can Senators denied that Congress 
had been extravagant or was likely 
to become so, and one of them, Sen- 
ator Glass of Virginia, charged that 
“nothing more shameless has ever 
| emanated from the White House’”’ in 
the thirty years of his Congressional 
service, 
| Senator Watson, the Republican 
| floor leader, came to the President’s 
defense. He justified yesterday’s 
White House breakfast conference, 
at which the President’s guests were 
| Republican party leaders of Senate 
and House, and disclosed that Repre- 
| sentative William R. Wood, chair- 
| man of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, had become alarmed 
over the danger, which he saw at 
the outset of this year’s Congres- 
sional contests, that Congress would 
be inclined to make heavy increases 
in appropriations demanded by va- 
rious powerful groups. 

Chairman Wood, Senator Watson 
explained, had laid his fears before 
President Hoover, and the breakfast 
conference and the subsequent warn- 
ing resulted. 


Acts as the Storm Gathers. 


Apparently sensing that the storm 
was gathering, President Hoover 
issued a formal statement at noon, 
before the two houses of Congress 
assembled for the day, in which he 
declared that ‘‘the unprecedented 
drive now in progress’”’ for increases 
in the Federal expenditures was due 
only in a small percentage to mem- 
bers of Congress or heads of the 
government departments. 

Conceding that Congress was coop- 
erating with the Executive in a pol- 
icy of economy, the President called 
on those ‘‘people at home’’ who were 
behind projects that would increase 
governmental expenditures to realize 
that the government could not under- 
take all the proposals put forward,

The President’s Statement.

“Tt should be understood that the 
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increase expenditures beyond the 
budget, only in a small per cent 
originates with members of Congress 
or heads of government depart- 
ments. It originates from different 
sections of the country itself and 
from various groups and organiza- 
tions, each vigorously supporting 
their own projects. Many of these 
projects are worthy, and no doubt 
can and should be undertaken some 
time over future years, especially 
when funds are free by completion 
of legislation already adopted. 

“IT hope that the people at home 
will realize that the government can- 
not undertake every worthy social, 
economic, military and naval expan- 
sion, increases in pay to government 
ee expanded pension systems 
or public improvement project, and 
will support the members of Con- 
gress in their cooperation with the 
administration to hold down these 
new proposals for additional expendi- 
tures. 

‘“‘We have enough resources to take 
eare of the budget and such neces- 
sities as marginal cases of disability 
among veterans, and the speeding 
up of public works that we have 
undertaken to assist employment, 
and some proposals of lesser im- 
portance, but this is no time for 
general expansion of public expendi- 
ture.’”’ 


Watson Defends White House. 


Senator Watson indicated that he 
*‘feared’’ that many of the bills for 
expensive projects not included in 
the President’s budgetary estimates 
would pass, to which Senator Glass 
retorted that ‘‘the Senator is as in- 
nocent as the White House.” 

It was made plain by Senator Wat- 
son that he was willing to share 
responsibility with President Hoover | 
for taking means to check a sus- 
pected tendency toward Congres- 
sional extravagance. 

*‘I am as much responsible for that | 


conference as any living man,’ he| 
said. ‘‘Does the Senator think that 
I desire to create resentment against 
Congress? Certainly not, and the 
Senator knows better than that.” 

The steps that led to President 
Hoover’s call for yesterday’s break- 
fast conference were outlined by Sen- 
ator Watson after Senator Glass’s 
criticism.

In making his points Mr. Hilly for 
the first time in the present proceed- 
ings demanded a reopening of valua- 
tions determined in the Federal 
court decision adjudicating the value 
of the telephone property as of July 
1,. 1928.

pany, the Public.Service Commission

Dr. Soif Urges Disarmament in 
Speech Across Ocean—Praises 
American Moves.

BERLIN, Feb. 25.—A _ wireless 
speech on disarmament, specially 
addressed to America, was broadcast 
from here tonight by Dr. Wilheim 
Soif, Foreign Minister in the last 
Imperial Cabinet and later Ambassa- 
dor to Tokio. 

Dr. Soif spoke in English and made 
an urgent appeal to his American 
hearers not to allow the Kellogg 
pact to become a mere peacetime 
instrument. He said that Germany 
already was disarmed, 
100,000 men for action, while her | 
immediate neighbor to the west had 
an army of 1,200,000 in time of peace. 

Such inequalities, Dr. Soif said, 
could not endure. 

He cited Article 8 of the League of 
Nations covenant as the basis of 
Germany’s disarmament views and 
said other powers ought to follow her 
enforced example. 

Dr. Soif paid a tribute to the part 
America is playing in the problem 
of naval disarmament, but urged 
that land disarmament should not be 
forgotten. The latter, he said, ‘‘is of 
even greater importance to a large 
part of the world.’’ 

The speaker said moves in the di- 
rection of actual disarmament since 
the war had sadly lagged behind the 
impressive advance of the interna- 
tional spirit, as indicated in the vari- 
ous treaties 
Dr. Soif urged that the idea of dis- 
armament be kept alive, “‘for no gov- 
ernment in the world will be able 
to resist the tide of this great idea, 
swept on by great masses of keen

today of Mrs. Anna Sacher, proprie- 
tress of the world-famous Sacher 
Motel, Vienna lost still another link | 
with its imperial past. On attaining 
the age of seventy, almost a year 
ago, Mrs. Sacher was declared by 
the courts to be incapable of manag- 
ing her affairs, and the administra- 
tion of the hotel was taken over by | 
the junior members of the family. 
Although she had compromised | 
with modernity to the extent of in-| 
stalling a bar, running water and 
other conveniences of the present 
day, Mrs. Sacher had declined in! 
other respects to face the fact that 
Vienna's pre-war greatness had gone | 
and that the basis of the hotel’s 
prosperity had changed. Before the 
war the hotel was a symbol of all 
that Vienna meant as the capital of 
a@ great empire. It was the head- 
quarters of the Austro-Hungarian 
and Middle European aristocracy. 
She Ruled With Heavy Hand. 


Mrs. Sacher maintained semi-social 
distinguished

Peaceful Solution.

movement against the Government 
of President Horacio Vasquez held | 
almost all the northern part of the | 
Dominican Republic today, and 
Charles B. Curtis, the American Min 

ister, moved to bring about a peace- 
ful settlement between the disputing | 
parties. 

A provisional government 
trolled the rich country of the an-; 
cient Spanish Vega Real, north of 
the Sierra de Cibao. It had the sup- 
port of the Dominican Guardia, 
which disarmed the police and the| 
government sympathizers. Santo 
Domingo itself was threatened by 
the advance of the insurgents. 

The Naticnal Assembly of the re- 
public will meet on Thursday to con- 
sider the situation. Tne Vice Presi 
dent, Dr. José D. Alfonseca, has re- 
signed under the pressure of the 
anti-government movement, and his 
resignation will be considered by the 
Assembly, 

President Back in Mansion. 

President Vasquez, who took refuge 
in the old Santo Domingo fortress 
yesterday, returned today to the 
Presidential mansion. His wife, who 
fled to the American Legation, also 
returned. The Vice President, Senor 
Alfonseca, also passed the night at 
the fortress. 

The insurgent movement has so far 
been free from excessive violence and 
has not taken on the character of 
a revolutionary attempt to overthrow 
the Vasquez Government. Its lead- 


con- 


ers have demanded that the Presi- | 


dential elections in May be free from 
political juggling, and the satisfac- 
tion of this demand would go far to 
calm them. As they control the prin- 
cipal cities of the republic, except 
the capital, they are in a position to 
enforce the acceptance of their will. 

The leaders of the government met 
President Vasquez today to study the 
means of placating the insurgents. It 
has been reported that President 
Vasquez, about whose 
much of the trouble centres, would 
offer his resignation. He has held 
office for two terms and had his 
second term extended for two years. 

The newspaper La Opinion said 
that leaders in all political parties 
had joined the insurgents. It de- 
manded that a provisional govern- 
ment for the whole republic be set 
up to guarantee the freedom of the 
election, and called for the imme- 
diate cessation of the insurgent 
movement. 

La Opinion reported that up to 
4 P, M. today the government had 
not accepted proposals to establish 
a provisional government to insure 
freedom of the election. It said that 
President Vasquez had decided not 
to resign and that Vice President Al- 


fonseca would reconsider his resig- 


nation.

Haiti Hears of Three Deaths. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Feb. 25 
(P).—Reports that the revolutionary 
movement in the Dominican Repub- 
lic was extremely serious and that 
it had spread throughout most of the 
country, meeting with little opposi- 
tion, were received in Port au Prince 
today. 

At least three deaths were reported 
at various places, with half a dozen 
wounded, while motor vehicles were 
said to have been commandeered in 
order to transport insurgents to the 
capital. 

Colonel Joseph Fegan, commanding 
the Haitian Garde Nationale forces 
in Northern Haiti, reported today the 
arrival of Commander Dissett, re- 
tired naval officer, from the city of 
Santo Domingo by way of Santiago 
and Monte Cristi. 

The uprising was reported to have 
been led by a former leader named 
Estrella, supported by General Tru- 
jillo, commanding the Dominican 
Guardia, in a concerted movement 
in the principal cities, beginning on 
the night of Feb. 23. 


Local Police Disarmed. 


In all cities except Puerto Plata 
the Guardia disarmed the local po- 
lice and distributed arms to the in- 


surgents. They met little opposition.

MOSCOW, Feb. 25 (#).—Thousands 
clamored to gain admission today to 
the trial of Dmitri Schultz, accused 
of counter-revolutionary activities 
and immoral offenses alleged to have | 
been carried on for years under the! 
guise of an occult sect. | 

Schultz called himself the ‘“‘living 
spirit of the occult god Agafita Ab- 
dullah.’’ 

Schultz, his wife, brother and dis- 
ciples, who numbered nearly a hun- 
dred, were accused of having con- 
ducted orgies that included excessive 
vodka drinking. Each member of the 
sect was pledged to secrecy under 
pain of being tortured and branded 
with a hot iron. 

The sect numbered numerous boys 
and girls, who, the public prosecutor 
declared, were forced to participate 
in the orgies. 

Schultz wrote mystical scriptures 
and pronounced death sentences 
against those who revealed the prac- 
tices of the sect to the government,¢ 
which Schultz proclaimed as ‘‘anti- 
Christ’? and said was about to fall. 
He frequently disguised himself as a 
woman. 

More than twenty of Schultz’s vic- 
tims were called as witnesses. 


MRS. ST. CLAIR IN AUBURN. 


Lifer for Shoplifting Weeps as the 


Prison Gate Shuts Behind Her. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Feb. 25 (47.—Mrs. 
Ruth St. Clair, who since she was 
13 years old flouted the law in a 
score of ways, records of New York 
correctional agencies show, began 
her life sentence as an habitual crim- 
inal here today with a burst of tears. 
She was brought to the women’s 
section of Auburn State prison early 
in the evening. Unless her sentence 
is commuted by the Governor, she 
will remain there the rest of her 
life. 

The tears came after the outer gate 
closed behind her. Then she walked 
into the prison hall. Within a short 
time her modish clothes had been 
exchanged for the gray prison garb 
and a cell had been assigned to her. 
Tomorrow the State will try to de- 
termine what type of work she is 
best fitted for.

‘Thirdly, the city may issue cor- 
porate stock or serial bonds. This 
method of financing can not be fol- 
lowed unless there is an amendment 
to the so-called ‘Pay as you go act’, 
so as to permit the use of the city’s 
credit for the acquisition of land for 
parks and parkways, The moneys so 
raised would of course be a charge 
against the city’s debt margin, and 
would to that extent diminish the 
credit required for other purposes. 

‘‘While assessment on the city at 
large might be used to pay for part 
of the lands required we believe that 
it is hardly possible that the entire 
program could be met by this meth- 
od together with the first method 
above described, anc therefore we 
believe that the issuance of corpo- 
rate stock or serial bonds is a neces- 
sary step in progressing this program. 

“In this connection the mechanics 
of land acquisition must be consid- 
ered. The present Controller has 
been extraordinarily successful in 
purchasing park lands at reasonable 
prices without condemnation. He has 
followed the method of refusing to 
proceed with a project unless the 
owners agree to his appraisal. This 
is a method which is not always 
practical where it is applied to land 
which must be acquired immediately, 
or where reasonable awards may be 
expected in condemnation proceed- 
ings. It is an unfortunate fact that 
condemnation in New York City is 
slow and expersive, and usually re- 
sults in awards out of all proportion 
to the estimates originally made by 
the responsible public authorities. 
Therefore the Controller objects to 
its use except where prices are defi- 
nitely fixed by the acquisition ~of 
adjacent land. 

“The city parks and parkway proj- 
ects above recommended are, how- 
ever, independent of each other, and 
while all of them are important and 
desirable, any one of them may be 
dropped in favor of another if the 
owners of land are unreasonable and 
will not agree to fair prices fixed by 
the Controller. Under these condi- 
tions, however, it is not practical to 
divide up the program according to 
the relative importance of projects. 
It is even less practical to attempt 
to spread the program over several 
years. Because of the rapid increase 
in population, the subdivision of | 
large areas such as those recom- 
mended and building operations on 
proposed parkway rights of way, an 
authorization to the Controller to ex:

and exercise of their police powers. 
The occasion was te annual Legis 
lative Conference of the Republican | 


State and County Committeewomen 
which was held today at a hotel here 
Other speakers were Senators Georg? 
R. Fearon of Onondaga and Samu:z! 
H. Hofstadter of New York. Assem 
blyman Frank M. Smith of Otsego 
also spoke and John Knight, Senatz 
leader, and Joseph A. McGinnies, 
Speaker of the Assembly, in a joint 
address welcomed the women leaders 
of their party to the Capitol. 

Late this afternoon the Republican 
women were entertained at tea by 
Governor and Mrs. Roosevelt at the 
Excutive Mansion. 

Senator Fearon discusesd the State 
prison situation, assailing in particu- 
lar the lack of discipline at Auburn 
under the present administration and 
the failure of the prison authorities 
to take precautions against the up- 
rising last November, although, he 
declared, they were well aware 
trouble was coming. Senator Hof- 
stadter discussed the old-age relief 
plan presented by the Mastick com- 
mission, of which he is a member. 
This plan has been severely criticized 
by Governor Roosevelt. 


Calls for Impartiality. 


Mr. in his address 
said: 

‘‘What is the function of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission? The func- 


tion of a regulatory commission is 
to see that the public and the utili- 
ties are treated with exact justice; 
that one is not favored to the disad- 
vantage of the other, and that dis- 
criminations of all kinds are elimi- | 
nated. This was the purpose in mak- 
ing the commissions quasi judicial 
tribunals. 

“There exists an impression that 
the Public Service Commission really 
can be the prosecutor of the corpora- 
tion. The fast is that partizanship, 
or anything pertaining to the qual- 
ity of prosecution has no place in the 
methods that should be employed by 
a Public Service Commission. It isa 
fact finding body and the highest 
courts, Federal and State, have so 
decreed. 

“Being a quasi-judicial body, I 
maintain that the Public Service Com- | 
mission must arrive at its decisions on | 
the facts free from outside influence 
of any character; that it must not 
succumb to public clamor, nor be 
moved in its action or judgments by 
the dictation of outside officials no 
matter how politely or suavely or 
subtly that dictation may be offered. 
I am opposed to outside interference, 
because it cannot fail to embroil the 
commission in politics and make it a 
political rather than a_ judicial 
forum. May I quote this example as 
proof? 

‘“‘When the petition of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company of New York 
to acquire the capital stock of the | 
Brockiyn Edison Company was be- 
fore the commission for action (hear- | 
ing having ended), Governor Smith 
(July 31, 1928) sent the following 
telegram to the Public Service Com- | 
mission: 

“’*T Request that individual or or-| 
ganizations be given an opportunity | 
to be heard for or against the ques- | 
tion of merging electric light and | 
gas companies now pending before 
your commission.’ 

“This had reference to the action 
of the commission in deciding that | 
a concern calling itself the public 
committee on power was not a proper 
party to the proceeding and compli- 
ance with the request meant that 
the three members of the commission | 
who had so decide (all finally so | 
decided) should reverse themselves 
and reopen the case. If they were 
wrong they should have been willing | 
to reverse themselves, but they were | 
not wrong. The case was not re- 
opened, but partizan papers and in- | 
dividuals immediately took sides be- | 
cause the Governor had spoken and 
it was important to them that he 
should be obeyed. In other words, 
what was solely a question within 
the discretion of the commission be- 
came a partizan issue, with the com- 
mission the target of political cen- 
sure. 

“Here we have the question of 
executive interference with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission squarely pre- 
sented. Not to comply with the Gov- 
ernor’s request meant a heavy blow 
to his political prestige. It is not 
the merit of the commission's prob- 
lem which is at stake, it is the 
Governor's political prestige.

CHANNING POLLOCK 
SEES STAGE IMPROVED 


Tells Episcopal Actors’ Guild the 
Season, After a Poor Start, Is 
Winding Up in Glory. 


The current theatrical season is 


the first in sixteen years in which 
the legitimate stage has shown a 
marked improvement, Channing Pol- 
lock, playwright, told members of 
the Episcopal Actors’ Guild of 
America yesterday afternoon at their 
annttal meeting and election of offi- 
cers at the Broadhurst Theatre.

Chasins Plays His Concerto. 


The. novelty of the concert given 
by Ossip Gabrilowitsch, guest con- 
ductor, and the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra last night in Carnegie Hall 
was the piano concerto in F minor by 
Abram Chasins, which was received 
with long and loud applause by the 
audience. Mr. Chasins, who is in his 
twenty-seventh year, played the solo 
part in the performance of his own 
composition. He is a brilliantly gift- 
ed pianist. He has studied with 
distinguished masters, and now 
teaches at the Curtis Institute of 
Music. He has composed short and 
ingenious piano pieces. The senate’ 
is his first work in a large form wd 
we have heard. 

Good piano concertos are rare. 
The joy in a new and a good one} 
woul &# great. Mr. Chasins has | 
written with much glibness and or-| 
chestrated with considerable bril- 
liancy. There is a moment in the 
second movement of the concerto, 
when the full orchestra and piano 
discourse the principal theme with | 
considerable sweep and color, which 
in the exterior sense of the work is 
effective. There is also a rapid, 
scintillating finale, and there is not 
@ measure in the work which bears 
the. stamp of originality. 

The score is principally Tchai- 
kovsky and Rachmaninoff in style. 
It does not affect extreme modernism 
and offers nothing that would be a} 
stumbling block to an audience hear- 
ing the new work for the first time. 
But, frankly, this is a score which | 
Mr. Chasins would have done well | 
to compose for the exercise of doing 
s0, and then leave agen eng If 
the piece were a written, with 
real ideas, we would not say this, 
because it is advisable, when a com- 

oser has an important idea, for him 
o hear the actual effect of his music. 
This concerto is fatally plausible, 
erfectly facile, fluent, sonorous—and 
t arrives nowhere. Big, resounding 
climaxes pile up, in order, apparent- | 
ly, to launch platitudes with the 
fury of thunderbolts. 

It is the earnest conviction of this 
writer that more self-criticism on 
the part of Mr. Chasins would have 
convinced him that he had nothing 
in particular to say in this score and 
that it would be well to wait until a 
vital idea had evolved before at- 
tempting to build up with straw a 
three-movement piane concerto. All 
this of course concerns the compo- 
sition. It does not hold true of the 

erformance, which was sure, bril- 
fant, authoritative. Mr. Chasins 
has long since shown himself an ex- 
ceptionally gifted virtuoso and the 
quality of his performance alone 
would have justified his reception. 

The purely orchestral compositions

Hartel’s new edition of Haydn's or- 
chestal works in this form; Beetho-

us. More specific designation of 
the Haydn symphony to the general 
reader is the statement that it is 
mumber nine of the set of sympho 

jes that Haydn wrote for Salomon, | 
the London impressario, and inciden 
tally one of Haydn's most charming 
works in this form. 

It must be added here that even 
as the rain falls on the just and the 
unjust, so did it happen that the 
present ruling at the Philadelphia 
Orchestra concerts in Carnegie Hall 
made it necessary for the tardy to 
wait last night outside’ the audi- 
torium doors, not only till the end of | 
the symphony, but also till the con- 
clusion of the Beethoven overture--in 
other words, to wait till half the con- | 
cert was over before being allowed to 
enter. 

A rule such as this should apply 
just as well to tardy reviewers as to 
any other delinquents—and did, But 
it may fairly be asked why an audi- 
ence cannot be allowed to enter a 
hall and seat themselves during the 
pauses between the.movements of a 
symphony—pauses which are not in- 
jurious, in particular, to a symphony | 
of Haydn's school and style. And | 
furthermore, it may be asked why it | 
would not have bien logical and | 
reasonable to play first the short} 
Beethoven Overture, and then admit ic 
the audience. The ‘symphony could | 
then have proceeded without inter- | 
ruption, and with the greatest good | 
to the greatest number of people, | 
even if Mr. Gabrilowitsch had stuck | 
fast to the rule of four mevements | 
without the bang of a seat or the | 
rustle of a program. We believe in 
the rights of concert and opera go- | 
ers, and the rights of composers, | 
too, to wundistracted hearings of | 
music. We wish the Metropolitan | 
Opera House would show a tithe of 
the courage in these directions that | 
is shown at Carnegie Hall. But, as 
Americans are coming to realize, 
the making of rifles, and laws, can 
be carried too far. | 

The concert ended with one of the 
best performances Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
has given us, that of the Liszt 
enpoety. Very possibly it was| 
the pianist, as well as the conduc-| 
tor, who rejoiced here in the 
sonorous capacities of the orchestra, 
which so far outdistance those of 
any piano or pianist in the land. 
There are the fortissimos that no| 
wires or fingers can summon, also | 
the mighty crescendos, the breath- | 
less speed and glitter of many in- 
truments—the really characteristic | 
garb, one would say, for the material 
of which Liszt rhapsodies are made. 
With a or rhapsodic touch, with 
admirably chosen tempi and felici- 
tous rubato, Mr. Gabrilowitsch con- 
ducted this piece, which is eng 
a little light for a symphonic 
gram, but nevertheless full of sp rit, 
color and a mastery of form with! 
which Liszt is not always credited.

THE “CREA-TONE” IS HEARD. 


Invention That Prolongs Piano’s| 


Tones Demonstrated Publicly. 


The “‘Crea-Tone,”’ an invention of | 


Simon Cooper, Brooklyn scientist 
and engineer, to prolong tones on 
the pianoforte, was demonstrated 
ublicly yesterday afternoon at the 

anamaker Auditorium. Its princi- 
ple was said to be based on catch- 
ing the normal vibration of the 
string after the hammer had set it 
in motion and prolonging the tone 
electrically while the key is de-| 
pressed. 

Dr. Alexander Russell reviewed 
briefly the development of the piano 
and of earlier attempts to reinforce | 
and sustain the sound from plucked 
and hammered strings. Marjorie 
Garrigue played pieces by various | 
composers on the usual piano and 
on one — with Mr. Cooper’s 
invention adiana Pazmor, mezzo- 
contralto, sang songs in German and 
i ‘and accompanied herself at | 
|both instruments. 
The effect of the sustained tones, 
ae varied dynamic gradations and | 
nuances being obtained by use of a 
pedal was strikin especially in| 
Chopin's Etude in i Major. The in- | 
creased prominence of overtones | 
which the device apparently brought | 
out, as well as the extra sympathetic 
vibration, resulted in many unusual 
effects. To the auditor the notes | 
lost their characteristic pianistic | 
quality and took on poetic and mixed | 
timbre, suggestive of the same note 
being held simultaneously by an Eng- | 
lish horn, an alto saxophone and an 
old-fashioned small reed-organ.

SOON DONE FOR. 


The short-lived CHAUTEMPS Min- 
istry could not withstand the heavy

|\feat of M. TARDIEU and the forma- | 


tion of a hanhazard Cabinet under- 
| taking to carry out most of his pro- 
| gram had too much the air of a 
sinister scramble for the offices. In 
the result the majority against 
| Premier CHAUTEMPS was larger than 
|the scratch one which brought 
| about the resignation of the Tardieu 
|Ministry. Its restoration 
|thought to be the most probable re- 
|sult of the unedifying political ma- 
|noeuvres which have been going on 
|for the past week in Paris. In any 
levent, it is confidently expected that 
|M. BRIAND will be Foreign Minister

THE TRANSIT BILL. 

In one respect at least this year’s 
transit unification bill is an improve- 
ment over some of its predecessors.

is now | 
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Board of Transit’ Control. That 
might easily plunge the whole enter- 
prise into politics. The Chamber of 
Commerce plan for selecting transit 
directors from a panel of business 
men nominated by seven civic or- 
ganizations would be almost as bad. 
Nor would resort to a bipartisan 
board serve a useful purpose. It 
will probably be found in the end 
that the only satisfactory arrange- 
ment is to leave the appointments 
so far as practicable to the Mayor, 
and hold him responsible. 

Such criticisms are offered, not 
for the purpose of defeating the 
unification bill, but in the hope of 
perfecting it. Better coordination of 
rapid transit facilities in this city, 
new and old, is badly needed, and 
needed before the city opens its 
new subways. The Interborough is 
‘not willing to consider unification 
vat this time. The B. M. T. appar- 
ently is ready to do so, and there 
‘is pertinence in the old adage 
| about agreeing with thine adversary 
quickly whilst thou art in the way 
with him. A combination of public 
ownership with the enterprise of 
|Chairman DELANEY and the recog- 
nized operating skill of the B. M. a 
| would hold out hope of real relief 
ito the drooping straphanger.

HOLMES swept away this “ refined

The obvious effect of the Court’s 
decision is further to assure the in- 
tegrity of the Federal service and to 
protect employes from pressure for 
contributions, In the South particu- 
larly this has been an unpleasant 
phase of politics. In fairness it 
should be pointed out that Mr. 
WURZBACH made no attempt to con- 
ceal the Federal gifts. Since they 
were made for a primary, he may 
have held in good faith that they 
were legitimate. Even so, the point 
goes beyond the legal phase into the 
|moral, and the Supreme Court em- 
phatically erased the imaginary di- 
viding line. Representatives and Sen- 
ators in every State are immediately 
affected; and in Pennsylvania espe- 
cially, where the lines are forming 
for a primary contest between a sit- 
ting Senator and one who once held 
the certificate of election, Federal 
officehoiders will probably enjoy 
greater freedom than before from 
hints that they ought to contribute. 

The political results of the deci- 
sion in Texas Republican circles may 
be great. For years Mr. WURZBACH 
-has been fighting for control with 
the faction headed by National Com- 
mitteeman CREAGER. Only recently 
| the House seated him after a con- 
| test against a Democrat, Mr. Mc- | 
| CLOSKEY, to whom the credentials 
| had been given by State officials. 
Mr. WURZBACH may be freed of the 
| consequences of the indictment after 
|the trial which the Supreme Court 
/has ordered. But the ruling un- 
doubtedly will start the Creager-

CAPTAIN JAMES SMITH 
DIES AT AGE OF 124 


Philadelphia Man Had Certificate 
of Birth in 1805—Had Served 


in Four Wars.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 25.—Cap- 
tain James Smith, who said he was 
124 years old and showed doubters 
a birth certificate to prove it, and 


who asserted he was a veteran of 
four wars, died today at the home of 
his granddaughter-in-law, Mrs. Marie 
Smith, in this city. A yellowed docu- 
ment attested that he was born in 
England on April 14, 1805. 

Relatives said that so far as they 
knew Captain Smith was as old as 
he said he was and had served in all 
the wars about which he often talked. 
His custom for many years was to 
walk from twenty to thirty miles a 
day and to smoke thirty or forty 
cigars. He first came to public 
attention nearly {wo years ago when 
he suffered a surstroke while walk- 
ing in Kensington and was taken to 
a police station to recover. 

He bore a scar on his face which 
came from a Russian bullet during 
the Crimean War when he was serv- 
ing with the British Army. Coming 
to this country in 1830 as a weaver, 
he said he fought in the Mexican 
War and then returned to England to 
enlist when the Crimean War broke 
out. 

“T got into the Civil War when I 
came back to America,’’ he told his 
hearers at the Police station. ‘‘Then 
after I did a turn in the Spanish- 
American War, I decided to quit 
fighting. The old wound was both-

A unanimous resolution 
favoring such action was sent to the 
Board of Estimate. 

The resolution was drawn by Frank 
A. Duggan, president of the associa- 
tion und chairman of a special com- 
mittee which has studied the problem 
of removing the Sixth Avenue over- 
head line. The committee’s report 
declared that the line was an eco- 
nomic waste, delaying construction of 
the new city subway and postponing 
availability of increased taxable prop- 
erty for city budget purposes. 

The hotel managers, Mr. Duggan 
declared, foresee the growth of Sixth 
Avenue as one of the finest thorough- 
fares in the city, once the elevated 
line is removed. The Hotel Associa- 
tion, he said, includes representatives 
of 111 major hotels. 

The resolution, signed by Fred A. 
Muschenheim of the Hotel 
president of the association, approves 
the arguments for immediate removal 
and declares that the construction 
cost of the new Sixth Avenue sub- 
way will be increased by $4,000,000 
of $5,000,000 if the elevated structure 
is left standing. It asserts that sub- 
way construction with the elevated 
in place will mean the complete clos- 
ing of Sixth Avenue to traffic for 
at least two years, with consequent 
damage to business in the neighbor- 
hoods through which it runs. 

Transit Commission figures, the 
resolution declares, show that a com- 
paratively small number of persons 
would be inconvenienced by the im- 
mediate removal of the elevated line. 


MRS. EDWARDS LOSES PLEA.

Umpire Bill Klem sits in what he calls his “‘office’’ 
on the sand and trains himself for debating called 
strikes with National League hitters. 

Back from the beach and up in the more expensive 
section, the polo players are training on Flamingo 
Field, and it’s too bad that the players failed to follow 
the Coolidge idea of taking to an electric horse. It’s 
rather warm in this area and a stable vote on polo 
would probably find all the horses voting ‘‘no’’ on polo 
and all enthusiastically in favor of going swimming in- 
stead. Electric horses might stand it, except at 
midday, when the wires would undoubtedly melt and 
the horses would balk. 

The roque and croquet experts are training in 
the park, and the horseshoe pitchers labor hour after 
hour at Miami almost as seriously as the championship 
aspirants at St. Petersburg. Tennis players are on 
the courts training in bathing suits. The dogs are 
training continuously for the dog races at two tracks 
here.

Mr. Klem’s Office 


The training quarters of Umpire Bill Klem on the 
beach deserve special mention. On the sand in front 
of one of the most luxurious residences on the ocean 
front Mr. Klem has erected an ‘‘office’’ consisting of 
a small lean-to built entirely of driftwood brought in 
by the waves. Except for Bill Klem’s explanation 
that it is an “‘office,”’ a stranger might think that it 
was a pile of débris gathered by the beach guards for 
the purpose of setting it afire conveniently and com- 


pletely. 

Under the shade of the melancholy planks, souvenirs 
of shattered bulkheads or rueful wrecks on the high 
seas, Mr. Klem ensconces himself in the early morn- 
ing, breathing in the salt air, looking out over the 
league-long rollers breaking on the beach and train- 
ing furiously. With an umpire it is a matter of eyesight 
and nerve control under public pressure. Mr. Klem 
rests his eyes by gazing on the blue waters and the 
distant horizon where the fishing fleet bobs up and 
down with the heaving of the deep waters. 

As for nerve control under public pressure, Mr. Klem 
keeps that in training by frequent debates with Miami 
residents who happen along and call for the immediate 
removal, destruction or incineration of his ‘‘office’’ as 
a blot on the panorama and a disgrace to the archi- 
tectural beauty of Miami, Due to his long experience 
in public debates and his practically perfect nerve 
control, the veteran umpire is still in possession, 
taking his ease like Falstaff in his inn.

much concentration,’’ but said that 
concentration of banking had merely 
followed the trend of capital and cen- 
tralization of management in other 
fields. 

“The metropolitan banks of New 
have always held a pre- 
eminent position, and under any sys- 
tem of banking which would follow 
the normal course of business they 
will continue to increase in size and 
influence,’’ he said. 

‘Notwithstanding this aspect of the 
matter, branch banking emanating 
from commercial centres outside of 
New York City into surrounding 
trade areas would cause the New | 
York banks to decrease in relative | 
importance. There would be a con- 
centration of capital, but it would 
be a regional concentration with local 
characteristics. 

‘‘Banks in Detroit, Cleveland, Bos- 
ton, Atlanta, New Orleans, St. Louis, 
Buffalo, Minneapolis and other such 
local commercial centres would grow 
into institutions fully ae of tak-

ing care of the financial require- 
ments of their trade area com- 
munities. 

“Instead of nearly all of the largest 
banks being situated in New York 
City, there 5 would be in every such 
commercial centre banks whose re- 
sources would approach or exceed a 
billion dollars.’’ 


For Government Supervision.

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway announced yesterday a pro-

URGED FOR INDUSTRY 


A. D. Whiteside, President of 


Wool Institute Sees Need 
of New Tribunal. 


FAVORS ‘ FEDERAL BODY 


Must Have Government Recognition, 
He Says—Welcomed by Asso- 
ciation at Luncheon, 


The establishment of a court of 
last resort, with government recogni- 
tion, to solve industrial disputes was 
urged by A. D. Whiteside, president 


of the Wool Institute, 2t a luncheon 
given in his honor yesterday at the 
Hotel Biltmore by the American Arbi- 
tration Association. The meeting 
celebrated the entrance of the Wool 
Institute into the association. Mr. 
Whiteside declared that industry 
should be represented upon any body 
Set up to regulate industrial troubles. 
He said he regarded the American 
Arbitration Association as a forerun- 
ner to the establishment of an im- 
partial tribunal for the settlement of 

ll commercial disputes. 

His organization had affiliated with 
the arbitration body, he said, to pre- 
pare laws for the woolen and other 
industries which would serve un 
guide to a special supreme court for 
industry which, he asserted, would 
be established in the future by the 
United States Government. 

‘This court,”’ he went on, ‘‘must 
be one of last resort which will in- 
terpret the economic law governing 
State, interstate and natignal trans- 
actions. Business today must have a 
voice in the government of its affairs, 
and the Federal and State Govern- 
ments must recognize this fact and 
view with broader understa nding the 
mechanism for the solution of the 
problems of industry. Only in this 
way can the business interests of this 
country be carried on toward their 
maximum development under modern 
conditions.’ 

Mr. Whiteside asserted that the 
government of commerce had not de- 
veloped in keeping with the present 
idea of eliminating every obstacle 
which might retard the rapid growth 
industry. He said that 
Institute recently had 
the advantages of arbitra- 
litigation.

Bidders Post Small Bonds. 


The proposals were accompanied 
by bonds of $5,000 for all except the 
North Atlantic express service, for 
which a $10,000 bond was required. 
When the contracts are awarded 
heavy construction bonds will be re- 
quired from the successful bidders. 
These range from $600,000 for the 
three routes for which the United 
States Lines submitted proposals to 
$200,000 for the replacement con- 
struction on the other routes’ for 
which bids were submitted.
